The Commission has u n t i l 
Jan. 1 to come up with new 
districting plans for the 110 
House and 38 Senate districts 
to replace or imi>rove “t h e 
one man, one vote” plan adopt­ 
ed last year. 


“I think we’re getting some- 
w'hei'e now,” said Commissioner 
Henry J. Dongvillo of Fountain 
after the session last week. 


After both sides inched closer 
to agreeing on what standards 
to use in drawing new districts 
last week, state Supreme Court 
Justice Eugene F. Black issued 
a “supplementary opinion” Mon­ 
day outlining what he feels are 
the guidelines intended by the 
court. 


Apparently included were the 
so-called “anti - gerrymander­ 
ing” standards in the Michigan 
Constitution that i n c l u d e re­ 
quirements of compactness, reg­ 
ularity in shape, and adherence 
insofar as possiible to local gov­ 
ernmental boundary line.s. 


Republicans, bowing to U.S. 
Supreme Court edicts on ap­ 
portionment, have agreed to use 
equal population as the pi’ime 
goal in drawing new districts. 
The Senate plan they proposed 
had districts of more equal pop­ 
ulation than the present plan. 


On the other hand. Demo­ 
crats apparently have agreed 
to also consider boundary lines 
and district shape where they 
can. Their House plan straight­ 
ened out some of the “kinks” 
in the current apportionment 
that Republicans charged were 
deliberately drawn to insure 
top-heavy Democratic majori­ 
ties. 


Both sides have also pledged 
! not to use past election figures 
, in drawing new maps, nor to 
, consider where cuirent legisla- 
I tors live. The new Republican 
; Senate plan would pit 12 of the 
138 senators now serving against 
¡each other: and the new Demo­ 
cratic House plan would put 
two represmtatives into th e 
same district.

Snowmobile 
Trail Ready 


MILWAUKEE — Two north­ 
ern Wisconsin communities and 
tiie U.S. Forest Service have 
pioneered development of the 
first snowmobile trail in the 
United States. 


The 100-mile round-tnp route 
start near Rhinelander and fol­ 
lows river beds, lake shores, 
and abandoned railroad right- 
of-ways, Skirting the Oi^^! eci^e 
of Three Lakes, it lead:- into 
the 
Kimball 
Creek 
\',il(ilile 
area, part of the Nicolet Na­ 
tional Forest. 


The main trail 
folluv. s the 
route of the old Tiuinder Lake 
Logging 
Company 
railroad. 
Constructed in 1893, the nar­ 
row' gauge line was the life­ 
blood of the northwoods log­ 
ging operation for .several dec­ 
ades. 


Two shorter trails in the im­ 
mediate Rhinelander area otter 
a wide choice of snowmobile 
facilities. Parking areas have 
been established at each trail 
entrance. Bulletin boards and 
maps outline the route for first- 
tinie visitors. 
Nearby resorts, 
once 
dependent 
on 
a 
three- 
month 
su m n u r 
season, 
are 
planning year-round operation. 
Several have snowmobile ren­ 
tal fleets available to guests. 


Although the trail was the 
brain child of just two men, it 
received 
enthusiastic 
support 
from every local and regional 
organization. The 
U.S. Forest 
Service, the Wisconsin Conser­ 
vation Departm ent participated 
in planning and discussion. The 
Chambers of Commerce from 
both towns joined in, as did the 
service clubs, local companies 
and even the Boy Scouts. 


The Rhinelander-Three Lakes 
trail is expected to be just the 
beginning of planned snowmo­ 
bile trails throughout the snow 
belt. Under the governm ent’s 
“multipurpose” program for na­ 
tional and state forests, trail 
development couid 
spread to 
Minnesota, Michigan and .sever­ 
al Eastern stales. Many West­ 
ern states already have elabor­ 
ate trail netw'orks that can be 
utilized by snowmobile enthu­ 
siasts during the winter months.

The 
Greeks, too, used it to ward off 
evil. 


One of many legends sur­ 
rounding the poinsetta tells of 
a poor Mexican girl who, hav­ 
ing no gift of value, humbly 
placed some roadside weeds at 
the foot of a statue represent­ 
ing the Virgin and Child. In­ 
stantly, the weeds became scar­ 
let blossoms and thus, so the 
legend says, the poinsettia was 
created. 


Rosemary, the symbol of con­ 
stancy, was at one time widely 
used in England as a Christ­ 
mas decoration. During the Vic­ 
torian era. it lost popularity 
and is now seldom, if ever, seen 
as part of the Yuletide green­ 
ery. 


An old story says that the 
fragrance of rosemary was giv­ 
en to it when Mary placed the 
Christ Child’s garments on this 
shrub. 


Like mistletoe, the brightly- 
berried holly was early credit­ 
ed with magical and medical 
powers. It could even, legend 
said, tell girls the name of their 
future husbands.

It was the “Golden Age of 
Christmas.” The personal e x ­ 
change of good wishes, visiting 
homes to toast a friend’s good 
health, carol-singing, bringing 
in the Yule log and great fam­ 
ily dinners were all in vogue. 


A new book was published 
that year. It told of Christmas 
goose and plum pudding, of 
happy family parties. It pre­ 


sented, and 
made 
immoital, 
Ebenezer Scrooge, Bob Cratch- 
it and Tiny Tim. The book was 
Charles Dickens’ “A Christmas 
Carol,” and the year was 1843. 


Appropriately,

universally-popular 
custom of sending 
Christmas 
greeting cards began. 


The very first card, authori­ 
ties now agree, is the celebrat­ 
ed Cole-Horsley, designed and 
printed in London in 1843. Only 
a dozen of the original 1,000 
copies are know'n to exist, and 
two of these, including the on­ 
ly unsigned and unposted speci­ 


men, are part of the Hallmark 
Historical Collection.

Take, for instance, the old be­ 
lief that cattle and other stable 
animals were given the power 
of speech on Christmas Eve. 


Any person who heard the 
animals apeak would die with­ 
in a year, so superstition said. 


Somber omens of death were 
read into still other Yuletide 
legends. 
When the Yule log 
burned, bystanders were told to 
watch the shadows on the walls. 
If the shadows of any persons 
appeared to be headless, 
this 
supposedly meant

for

year. 


Salt was also said to have 
the power of forecasting life or 
death, when used in connection 
with Christmas. The test could 
be made by leaving a small 
mound of salt on the table on 
Christmas Eve.

These books can’t 
go in the tub, but spilled cereal 
can be sponged off with soap 
and water. 


Three-year-olds 
like

objects that are easy to handle. 
Fram e-tray puzzles with half- 
a-dozen pieces are popular. 


Four-year-olds

out books. These books provide 
action but don’t need paste or 
scissors. There are animal char­ 
acters to punch and stand up, 
funny hats to punch out and 
wear, 
and

hang or elves to dress. 


The five-to-eight-year-old is 
game conscious and proud of 
his ability to follow rules. Spin­ 
ner games, new “picture” bingo 
and other games that rely on

proach. 


Youngsters 
eight-to-tw elve 
are capable with games such as 
checkers, chess, and backgam­ 
mon. A game chest containing 
a number of versatile boards, 
spinners and rulebooks

bonanza. 


Pre-teens 
like 
books 
with 
lage 
type 
and 
lively 
plots. 
Hobby books, coin 
collecting 
equipm ent, scrapbooks and dic­ 
tionaries are also popular with 
this group. 


Teens prefer books about 
their own age groups and re­ 
prints of such spellbinders as 
H. G. W ells, Edgar Allen Poe.
